INTRODUCTION 


The development, implementation and monitoring of a Service Delivery and Budget Implementation Plan (SDBIP) is required by the 
Municipal Finance Management Act (MFMA). In terms of Circular 13 of National Treasury, "the SDBIP gives effect to the Integrated 
Development Plan (IDP) and budget of the municipality and will be possible if the IDP and budget are fully aligned with each other, as 
required by the MFMA." 

As the budget gives effect to the strategic priorities of the municipality, it is important to supplement the budget and the IDP with a 
management and implementation plan. The SDBIP serves as the commitment by the Municipality, which includes the administration, 
council and community, whereby the intended objectives and projected achievements are expressed in order to ensure that desired 
outcomes over the long term are achieved and these are implemented by the administration over the next twelve months. 

The SDBIP provides the basis for measuring performance in service delivery against quarterly targets and implementing the budget based 
on monthly projections. Circular 13 further states that "the SDBIP provides the vital link between the Mayor, Council and administration, 
and facilitates the process for holding management accountable for its performance. The SDBIP is a management, implementation and 
monitoring tool that will assist the Executive Mayor, Councillors, Municipal Manager, Senior Managers and Community." 

In pursuance of the realisation of the developmental agenda of local government, the Local Government: Municipal Systems Act requires 
the municipality to develop an Integrated Development Plan, which is a five (5) year strategic document of a municipality, which outlines 
the manner in which it will provide services to the communities. On the other hand, the Local Government: Municipal Finance 
Management Act requires the municipality to prepare the annual budget to provide for financial resources to fund the planned municipal 
services. The Service Delivery & Implementation Plan implements both the IDP and the Budget. 

Service Delivery & Budget Implementation Plan forms the basis on which Performance Agreements of the Municipal Manager and 
Managers directly accountable to Municipal Manager will be concluded and signed in terms of section 57 of the Local Government: 
Municipal Systems Act. The plan also forms the framework for regular reporting in terms of the following section of the Municipal Finance 
Management Act: 
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■ Section 52: Quarterly performance reports (budget implementation & state of municipality). 

■ Section 71: Monthly budget statement. 

■ Section 72: Mid-Year Budget and Performance Assessment. 

■ Section 121: Annual Reporting.

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The Municipal Finance Management Act, Act 56 of 2003^ (hereinafter referred to the MFMA) defines a Service Delivery and Budget 
Implementation Plan (herein after referred to as the SDBIP) as a detailed plan approved by the mayor of a municipality in terms of section 
53 (1) (c) (ii) for implementing the municipality's delivery of municipal services and its annual budget, and which must indicate- 

(a) projections for each month of- 

(i) revenue to be collected, by source; and 

(ii) operational and capital expenditure, by vote; 

(b) service delivery targets and performance indicators for each quarter 

Section 53 of the MFMA stipulates that the Mayor should approve the SDBIP within 28 days after the approval of the budget. The Mayor 
must also ensure that the revenue and expenditure projections for each month and the service delivery targets and performance 
indicators as set out in the SDBIP are made public within 14 days after their approval. 

The provisions the MFMA Circular 13, which is a National Treasury prescriptions and are applicable to the Madibeng Local Municipality, 
prescribe that the Service Delivery and Budget Implementation Plan must also provide for the following: 

1. Monthly projections of revenue to be collected by source 

2. Monthly projections of expenditure (operating and capital) and revenue for each vote^ * 

3. Quarterly projections of service delivery targets and performance indicators for each vote 

4. Ward information for expenditure and service delivery 

5. Detailed capital works plan broken down by ward over three years

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4. METHODOLOGY AND CONTENT 


The development of the SDBIP was influenced by the Priorities, Strategic Objectives, Programme Objectives and Strategies contained in the 
IDP ensuring progress towards the achievement thereof. The SDBIP of the Madibeng Local Municipality is aligned to the Key Performance 
Areas (KPAs) as prescribed by the Performance Management Guide for Municipalities of 2001^ with the addition of Spatial Rationale as 
another KPA to be focused upon. 

The methodology followed by the municipality in the development of the SDBIP is in line with the Logic Model methodology proposed by 
National Treasury as contained in the Framework for Managing Programme Performance Information "^(FMPPI) that was published in May 
2007. The accompanying figure as an extract from the FMPPI is hereby indicated. 

The Logic Model was followed whereby desired impacts were identified for 
each strategic objective with measurements and targets contributing to 
the achievement of those impacts. This was followed by the identification 
of programmes and associated outcomes and measurements and targets 
contributing to the achievement of those outcomes. Then SMART 
programme objectives and short, medium and long terms strategies were 
developed to achieve the outcomes and associated output indicators and 
targets. 

Thereafter projects were identified with quarterly activities and required 
budget as well as required human resources, furniture and equipment 
(inputs). This process was used to prioritise projects, capital items to be 
acquired and the personnel budget. 

The strategies of the municipality, which are linked to programmes, measurement and targets as well as projects focus on and are aligned 
to the National and Provincial priorities.

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The key performance indicators and targets as well as the projects that are contained in this SDBIP are to measure, monitor and report on 
the implementation of the outcomes and strategies identified in the strategic phase of the IDP. Indicators are assigned quarterly targets 
and responsibilities to monitor performance. 

The SDBIP is described in MFMA Circular 13 as a layered plan. The top layer deals with consolidated service delivery targets and time 
frames as indicated on this plan. The second layer of the SDBIP, namely the Lower SDBIP (Departmental SDBIPs that contain responsibilities 
of Divisions, in terms of the description in the MFMA Circular 13) not be made public, will deal with the breakdown of more details of 
outputs per directorate and will be contained in the directorates' SDBIPs.

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8. PROJECTED MONTHLY REVENUE AND EXPENDITURE 


One of the most important and basic priorities for any municipality is to collect all its revenue as budgeted for - the failure to collect all 
such revenue will undermine the ability of the municipality to deliver on services. The municipality MUST ensure that it has instituted 
measures to achieve monthly revenue targets for each revenue source. The revenue projections relate to actual cash expected to be 
collected and should reconcile to the cash flow statement approved with the budget documentation. The reason for specifying actual 
revenue collected rather than accrued (billed) revenue is to ensure that expenditure does not exceed actual income. 

It is necessary to also should show monthly projections of expenditure. The expenditure projections relate to cash paid and should 
reconcile to the cash flow (reconciliation between revenue and expenditure per month) It is necessary to manage and monitor cash flow on a 
monthly basis to ensure that expenditure do not exceed income, which if not properly managed might lead to the municipality running into 
financial difficulties.
